DETAILED ACTION 

1. The amendment received on 05/13/2010 has been considered. It has been noted that 
claims 2 and 7 have been amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2 and 7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 2 and 7 
distinguish over the prior art of record in that the Applicant specifically claims wireless signal 
transceiver controllers used for controlling and playing both video game and for operating media 
file reading apparatus such as a DVD player, wherein there are codes in the at least two wireless 
signal transceiver units, where the at least two units can resolve which unit is first to transmit by 
the use of comparison codes and wherein the comparison codes include encoded first and second 
silent periods determined by reference to a set theory algorithm such that upon near simultaneous 
transmission of the comparison code, identities of the transmitted comparison codes are able to 
be correctly decoded in order to determine who was first to transmit.
